WHEREAS  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  Township  of  Langley  are,  by  the 
Municipality  Act,  1881,  and  amending  Acts,  empower- 
ed to  make  this  By-Law. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  enact 
a By-Law  to  regulate  the  performance  of  statute  labour 
hi  the  said  Municipality;  therefore  the  Reeve  and 
Council  aforesaid  enact  as  follows  : — 

1st.  That  each  and  every  male  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  ('21 ) years  and  upwards,  who  has  resided  in  the 
Municipality  for  two  months  prior  to  the  time  of  per- 
forming statute  labour,  shall  perform  the  full  number 
of  days  work  that  is  provided  by  the  Municipality 
Act. 

2nd.  That  eight  (8)  hours  shall  constitute  one  day’s 
work. 

3rd.  That  all  statute  labour  shall  be  performed  in 
each  beat  or  locality  and  at  such  a time  as  the  Council 
shall  by  resolution  direct,  and  the  whole  must  be  per- 
formed not  later  than  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each 
year. 

4th.  That  all  work  not  performed  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  shall  be  returned  as  delinquent, 
and  the  Council  shall  proceed  to  recover  the  same  ac- 
cording to  law,  inside  of  thirty  days. 

5th.  That  all  statute  labour  which  shall  be  per- 
formed under  this  By-Law,  shall  be  done  on  some  re- 
cognized public  highway,  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  pathmaster,  unless  the  Council  give  special  orders 
as  to  where  the  work  is  to  be  performed.  No  work 
done  on  roads  except  performed  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
recognized  as  statute  labour. 

6th.  That  the  Council  shall  appoint  officers  to  be 
called  Pathmasters,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
charge  of  and  oversee  the  performance  of  statute 
labour  within  the  Municipality. 

7th.  That  the  Clerk  shall  notify  all  pathmasters  of 
their  respective  appointments. 

8th.  That  the  Clerk  shall  give  to  the  pathmasters, 
not  later  than  ten  (10)  days  after  his  appointment,  a 
list  of  all  persons  liable  to  perform  statute  labour,  and 
number  of  days  each  person  has  to  perform,  and  should 
the  Clerk  omit  any  person  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
pathmaster  to  add  such  person’s  name  to  the  list. 

9th.  That  the  pathmaster  shall  give  six  days’ notice 
to  all  persons  to  perform  their  statute  labour,  and  also 
inform  them  what  tools  to  provide  themselves  with. 
No  person  will  be  allowed  any  pay  for  the  use  of  his 
tools. 

10th.  That  in  case  the  pathmaster  require  the  use 
of  a yoke  of  oxen  or  team  of  horses  to  work  on  the 
roads,  he  shall  allow  compensation  for  the  use  of  such 
oxen  or  horses  with  the  necessary  implements,  at  the 
rate  of  one  day’s  work  for  each  day  that  they  are  em- 
ployed. 

1 1th.  That  any  person  refusing  to  work  when  noti- 
fied or  who  shall  refuse  to  work  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  pathmaster,  shall  have  his  work  re- 
turned as  unperformed,  unless  he  pays  the  pathmaster 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  (SI.
